“HEELING'S CITY MANAGER INDICTED 


Homer C, Orago, city m.un.cer of Wheeling, together with several mem- 
bers of his administretive stcff, is under indictment of the grand “at for 
froud in connection with the recont city clection. The story goes that Mr. 
Craz0, who was city clork «.t the time, wos instrumentsl in supplying pasa 
_ballots to some of his friends, which, it is alleged, found their way into 
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the ballot boxes. Friends of Mr. Crago's were elected and proceeded to ap- 
point Mr. Crago to the position of city manager in the place of his former 
superior Chas. 0. Ephlin. Mr. Crago denies the -ehures and has not yet been 
brought to trial. In the meantime, the ministerial association has passed 
unanimous resolutions requesving the resignation of the manager and those 
indicted with him. This is the first time the finger of suspicion has been 
pointed at a city manager. ‘hen it is considered that over 480 men have 
been appointed city manegers, the record is one of which the new profession 
may well be proud. It is hoped that Mr. Crago may estebvlish his innocence 
beyond all question of doubt.
